Penny. Jr. et al teaches the claimed personal location tracking system including: relay 
stations (30, 321-323) configured to receive and transmit electronic signals, at least one 
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portable electronic communication device (22) including means for transmitting an 
electronic signal for reception by at least one of said plurality of relay stations, at least 
one portable tracking unit (48) adapted to receive electronic signals fi"om said plurality of 
relay stations, and GPS receiver (68).
